The official was emphatic 
in warning that people who have been 
summoned to the courthouse, or who 
have attended the court sessions this 
week, be vaccinated. 
To better acquaint people with con­ 
ditions of the 'disease and beliefs re­ 
garding the suppression of the loath­ 
some malady the health office made 
the following statement today: 
“This is one of the oldest diseases, 
and one of the most detestable, on 
account of the sores. We have known 
for years how to prevent, still a large 
per cent of our people go around un­ 
protected. I believe we ought to quit 
quarantining cases so that people who 
will not take the trouble to protect 
themselves could have the disease and 
no longer be a menace. 
Statistics

small pox than any other civilized 
country. 
If we could get the whol< 
population of the United States vacci­ 
nated for two generations I believe 
that it would be stamped out. A child 
whose pasvnts have both heen vacci­ 
nated will not have as bad case ol 
small pox as one whose parents have 
not been.” 
Some few were vaccinated at Win- 
ton school yesterday when Dr. McRet 
explained the necessity. The disease 
is likewise reported in Cullman coun­ 
ty, according to word received here.
